ATHENS, GREECE I Displaying unmatched 
power on the mound, around the basepaths 
and in the batter’s box, the U.S. softball team 
won gold with a 5-1 victory over Australia 
on Monday, completing a nearly untarnished 
romp through an Olympic tournament the 
Americans made their own. 

They leave the Olympics with gold med- 
als for the third straight time, olive wreaths 
crowning their heads and a lasting legacy 
that’s just a shade off perfection. 

“This is the best one I’ve ever coached,” 
coach Mike Candrea said. “It’s probably the 
best team I’ll ever see.” 


Lisa Fernandez’s four-hitter in the final 
was her fourth victory of the games.

President 
Criticizes 
TV Spots 

Calls attacks by independent 
groups ‘bad for the system’ 

WASHINGTON I President Bush on Monday 
criticized a commercial that accused John 
Kerry of inflating his own Vietnam War 
record, more than a week after the ad stopped 
running, and said broadcast attacks by out- 
side groups have no place in the race for the 
White House. 

“I think they’re bad for the system,” added 
Bush, who had ignored calls to condemn the 
anti- Kerry ad while it was on the air. 

Democrats criticized 
the president’s remarks at 
the same time they worked 
to limit the political dam- 
age from the ad, which 
they denounced as a smear 
sanctioned by Bush and his 
high command. 

“Too little, too late,” 
said Democratic Party Chairman Terry 
McAuliffe. 

The controversy over the ad aired by Swift 
Boat Veterans for Truth has roiled the race for 
the White House during what is customarily a 
quiet period between political conventions. 

Bush criticized the group’s commercial and 
all other outside group attack ads — many of 
which have targeted his own re-election. 

While Kerry and Democrats have demand- 
ed that Bush condemn the attack on his war 
record, the president has been targeted by 
an estimated $60 million in commercials by 
outside groups since the campaign began. 

Kerry has declined to call for an end 
to those ads, which helped him at a time 
when he did not have the funds to compete 
with Bush’s campaign advertising budget.

Reservist will admit 
some ‘violations of law’ 
in Iraq prison seandal 

HAGERSTOWN, MD. I The highest- 
ranking Army reservist charged 
with abusing Iraqi detainees at 
Abu Ghraib prison said Monday he 
will plead guilty to some offenses 
because “what I did was a viola- 
tion of law.” 

Staff Sgt. Ivan L. “Chip” 
Frederick II, of the Maryland- 
based 372nd Military Police 
Company, said in a statement e- 
mailed to The Associated Press 
by his attorney: “I have accepted 
responsibility for my actions at Abu 


Ghraib prison. I will be pleading 
guilty to certain charges because 
I have concluded that what I did 
was a violation of law.” 

The statement did not speci- 
fy the charges to 
which Frederick 
will plead guilty, 
and it wasn’t clear 
whether he would 
still contest any of 
the allegations. He 
is charged with 
maltreating detainees, conspiracy 
to maltreat detainees, dereliction 
of duty and wrongfully commit- 
ting an indecent act. 

Frederick, 37, has a pretrial 
hearing scheduled for Tuesday in 


Mannheim, Germany. 

Frederick is among seven mem- 
bers of the 372nd police company 
charged in the scandal, which 
involves physical abuse and sexu- 
al humiliation of prisoners. 

Frederick is accused of having 
helped force a prisoner to stand on a 
box with wires placed on his hands, 
a scene displayed in one of the pho- 
tos from the prison. His charge sheet 
says the prisoner was told he would 
be electrocuted if he fell off the box, 
although the wires were not connect- 
ed to a power source. 

Frederick also is accused of forc- 
ing naked detainees into a pyramid 
position and photographing the 
scene, david dishneau (ap)

Intel Plan Draws Criticism 


Bold new proposal to 
overfiaul agencies meets 
with heavy resistance 

WASHINGTON |A key Republican’s 
proposal to break up the CIA and 
rearrange the Pentagon’s spy agen- 
cies under a national intelligence 
director met immediate and broad 
resistance Monday. 

Critics began aligning to fight 
the plan that would represent the 
most significant overhaul of U.S. 
intelligence operations since the 
CIA’s 1947 inception — and the 
most sweeping plan offered in the 
post- Sept. 11 debate. 

President Bush did not endorse 
the proposal by Senate Intelligence 


Committee Chairman Pat Roberts, 
R-Kan. Instead, the president said 
only that he was interested in find- 
ing “the best way to fashion intel- 
ligence so the president and his 
Cabinet secretaries have got the 
ability to make good judgment 
calls.” 

Lawmakers who handle issues 
ranging from intelligence to bank- 
ing are expected to offer proposals 
to revamp the intelligence commu- 
nity, prodded by a report from the 
Sept. 11 commission that offered 
more than 40 recommendations 
for such an effort. 

The Senate Intelligence 
Committee’s top Democrat, Jay 
Rockefeller, D-W.Va., said in a 
statement Monday that Roberts’ 


proposal departs significantly from 
the commission’s blueprint, elimi- 
nating the CIA while it is embroiled 
in the war on terror. 

Although he had not seen the 
bill’s details. Rockefeller said, 
“Disbanding and scattering the 
Central Intelligence Agency at 
such a crucial time would be a 
severe mistake.” 

Former CIA Director George 
Tenet also moved to discredit 
Roberts’ proposal, saying it “reflects 
a dangerous misunderstanding 
of the business of intelligence.”

High Blood Pressure Rates on the Rise 


DALLAS I The number of American 
adults with high blood pressure has 
climbed to almost one in three over 
the past decade, putting more peo- 
ple at risk of a stroke, heart attack 
or kidney failure, government 
researchers said Monday. 

A little more than a decade 
ago, the number was closer to one 
in four. And two decades ago, it 
was falling. 

About 65 million American 
adults now have high blood pres- 
sure — 30 percent more than the 


50 million who did in the previous 
decade, according to the report in 
Hypertension: Journal of the 
American Heart Association. 

The report did not specifically 
examine reasons for the spike, but 
experts said the aging U.S. popu- 
lation and the growing proportion 
of overweight and obese Americans 
are probably major contributors. 

High blood pressure is defined 
as 140 over 90 or higher. Blood pres- 
sure less than 120 over 80 is gener- 
ally considered ideal, (ap)

U.S. forces push closer 
to Iraqi shrine amid 
intense gunbattles 

NAJAF, IRAQ I U.S. infantrymen 
engaged in fierce battles with 
cleric Muqtada al- Sadr’s militants 
Monday and U.S. tanks moved clos- 
er to the revered Imam Ali Shrine as 
the American military stepped up 
pressure on the insurgents to leave 
the holy site and end their uprising. 

Late Monday, U.S. warplanes 
bombed the area of the Old City, 
and fires lit up the night sky, wit- 
nesses said. Ahmed al-Shaibany, an 
aide to al-Sadr, said shrapnel from 
the attack hit the shrine’s golden 
dome, one of its minarets and the 
compound’s outer wall. 

The U.S. military denied damag- 
ing the shrine and said an air crew 


saw militants in the compound fire 
a rocket that clipped one of the walls 
and explode 10 yards outside. 

There was no independent con- 
firmation of damage to the shrine, 
but violence earlier Monday ripped 
a chunk out of the outer wall of the 
compound. Explosions throughout 
the day shook the Old City, which is 
a mix of streets and narrow alleys at 
the heart of much of the fighting. 

Al-Sadr, whose Mahdi Army 
fighters are behind the uprising, 
has not been seen in public for many 
days, and police drove around Najaf 
with loudspeakers declaring he had 
fled toward Sulaymaniyah in north- 
ern Iraq. Al-Sadr’s aides denied that. 

“Muqtada al-Sadr is still in Najaf 
and is still supervising the opera- 
tions,” Al-Sadr aide Sheik Aws al- 
Khafaji told Al- Jazeera television.

OSLO, NORWAY I The brazen daylight 
theft of Edvard Munch’s renowned 
masterpiece “The Scream” left 
Norway’s police scrambling for clues 
and stirred a debate across Europe 
over how to protect art if thieves are 
willing to use deadly force to take it. 

Some expressed fears that works 
of art are in increasing danger from 
violent raids — unless, as Norway’s 
deputy culture minister put it, “we 
lock them in a mountain bunker.” 

Armed, masked robbers stormed 
into Oslo’s Munch Museum in broad 
daylight on Sunday, threatening an 
employee with a gun and terrifying 
patrons before they made off with 
aversion of Munch’s famous paint- 
ing “The Scream” and another of his 
masterpieces, “Madonna.” 

A day after the theft and despite 
many tips, police said they have no 
suspects, no trace of the paintings 
and no theory on a motive, (ap)

Warner steps up plan amid $324 million surplus 


RICHMOND, VA. I A State surplus 
of nearly $324 million means a 
tax break that boosts the personal 
exemption by $100 for each state resi- 
dent who pays income taxes and each 
of his or her dependents will take 
effect one year earlier than planned, 
Gov. Mark R. Warner said Monday. 

Addressing a joint meeting of the 
General Assembly’s tax- and budget- 
writing committees, Warner said the 


remarkable tax collection windfall the 
state enjoyed from April through June 
prompted him to begin the break 
Jan. 1 instead of January 2006. 

“The $28.3 million impact of this 
change will provide each family of 
four with $400 of income free from 
state income tax, beginning with 
paychecks they receive in January,” 
Warner said. 

He also directed that $23.8 mil- 


lion the state takes in from requir- 
ing merchants each spring to esti- 
mate sales tax collections for June 
and remit them early be restored to 
the Transportation Trust Fund for 
use in highway projects. 

In addition, $7.6 million in inter- 
est earned by funds that are not part 
of the state’s general operating fund 
will also be restored to the govern- 
mental fund that generated them 
— mostly transportation or higher 
education, bob lewis (ap)

Va. Changes Course On 
Nader Election Petitions 


RICHMOND, VA. | The State attorney 
general’s office told the state’s top 
election official Monday to reverse 
her earlier decision to reject peti- 
tions Ralph Nader’s presidential 
campaign filed seeking a spot on 
the state’s ballot this fall. 

An advisory letter to State Board 
of Elections Secretary Jean Jensen 
said there is no evidence that a state 
rule requiring campaigns to group 
the petitions by congressional dis- 
trict was ever approved by the board 
and can’t be enforced. 


Democrats have challenged 
Nader’s efforts to qualify for the 
ballot in several states, fearful 
that votes for Nader will deprive 
John Kerry of votes. 

Democrats contend that votes 
Nader took from A1 Gore in 2000 
gave the presidency to George W. 
Bush. 

Whether Nader actually appears 
on the ballot won’t be known until 
after the Sept. 3 deadline for veri- 
fying the petitions at the state and 
local levels, Jensen said, (ap)

Publishers, Faculty Spar 
Over Textbook Updates 


PUBLISHING I “Optimus magister 
bonus liber,” goes the old Latin 
adage: “The best teacher is a good 
book.” For generations of modern- 
day Latin students, that book has 
been “Wheelock’s Latin.” 

But as the latest generation of 
students buy their Wheelocks in 
the coming weeks, they will dis- 
cover a textbook that looks more 
pleasing to the eye than the origi- 
nal, densely packed tome Professor 
Frederic Wheelock sketched out a 
half-century ago. 

Latin, however, hasn’t changed for 
2,000 years. And where publishers 
see essential updates, critics of text- 
book prices often wonder if new edi- 
tions aren’t just a ploy to raise prices. 

Critics say they understand why 
biology and accounting textbooks 


need frequent updating, by why 
algebra or ancient languages? 

Textbook prices are a hot topic on 
college campuses and have prompted 
hearings on Capitol Hill. In January, 
a California Public Interest Research 
Group report found University of 
California students could expect 
to pay $ 898 per year for textbooks, 
up from $642 in 1996-97. The aver- 
age price per new textbook was over 
$100. Three-quarters of faculty 
members surveyed believed new 
editions were usually unnecessary. 

Publishers blame an unusual 
marketplace where they have just 
one year to earn back their invest- 
ment; after that, students buy used 
copies and the publishers get noth- 
ing. That encourages frequent new 
editions, justin pope (ap)

Americans Sweep the 400m Sprint 


Wariner takes spot 
as Johnson’s successor 
with Olympic gold 

T R AC K I After his stunning victory 
in the Olympic 400 meters, Jeremy 
Wariner seemed as cool as he did 
cruising down the stretch in sun- 
glasses, two earrings and a jingling 
necklace. 

Picking up where Michael 
Johnson left off, Wariner became 
the sixth straight American to win 
the Olympic 400 title, leading a U.S. 
sweep of the medals Monday. He also 
became the first white American 
man to win a sprint medal since 
Mike Larabee’s 400 gold in 1964. 

Wariner finished in 44.00 sec- 
onds — a personal best and the fast- 
est time in the world this year. He 
was followed by silver medalist Otis 
Harris (44.16) and bronze medalist 
Derrick Brew (44.42). 

The United States has domi- 
nated the event since 1984, win- 
ning 13 of the 18 medals in the last 
six Olympics. Americans also have 
four medal sweeps — 1904, 1968, 
1988 and this summer. 

The three Americans hugged in 
the finish area, then began a slow

But, you know what 
they say about human nature — it 
is resistant to change. 

“The 4400” was the standout. 
USA’s limited-run series about 
alien abductees who suddenly 
return had an audience of 4.2 mil- 
lion — an astounding figure by cable 
standards. “The 4400,” along with 
a blistering “Monk,” gave USA sum- 
mer bragging rights. 

In spring. Fox announced an 
aggressive summer slate, which has 
now wilted. There are some bright 
spots — notably “The Simple Life 2,” 
which dominated young adult rat- 
ings. “The Jury,” “The Casino,” “North 
Shore” and “Method & Red” sunk. 

In a kooky press release, CBS 
declared itself summer victor 
(though conveniently, before the 
Olympics began.) “We’re doing it 


because we can,” screamed CBS, 
“and because it makes us look 
incredibly good!” True engouh: 
CBS dominated thanks to repeats 
of “CSI,” “CSI Miami” and “Two and 
a Half Men.” “Big Brother” is having 
its best summer, but “The Amazing 
Race 5” is having its best season. 

Perhaps the less said about ABC 
the better. The network remains 
in a “rebuilding process,” but 
execs should send a note of grati- 


tude to the producers of “Extreme 
Makeover: Home Edition” (and the 
regular edition), which kept the net- 
work afloat. 

In an otherwise disappointing 
summer, “Last Comic Standing” is 
the big winner at NBC. “For Love or 
Money?” Only so-so. “Next Action 
Star?” A total flop. 

TheWB: Coming off a lousy ’03- 
’04 season, WB finally has two piec- 
es of good news — “Summerland” 


and especially “Blue Collar TV.” 
Reality game show “Studio 7” 
didn’t click. 

Another surprise of the sum- 
mer — “Amish in the City” has 
become UPN’s third-most- viewed 
show for the entire ’03 -’04 season. 
Compare that with UPN’s top-rated 
“America’s Next Top Model” (6.3 
million) and you can bet a sequel’s 
in the works. “Amish Makeover”?

Jailhouse Rock 


From behind bars, 
rapper Shyne tells 
an old, boastful story 

MUSIC I Shyne’s personal Story has 
caused more buzz than his music. 

His just-launched career was 
derailed in 1999 by a famous night- 
club shooting that led to charges 
against Sean “Puff Daddy” Combs 
and Shyne. He’s now serving a 10- 
year prison sentence, lending cred- 
ibility and logistical problems to his 


second album, “Godfather Buried 
Alive” (Gangland-Def Jam). 

The 12 songs include dated 
material (he frequently referenc- 
es the shooting of Amadou Diallo) 
as well as raps Shyne delivered 
recently from behind bars. The 
hard-to -understand 50 Cent dis 
track “For the Record” was liter- 
ally phoned in. 

Clear- eyed criticism of govern- 
ment and culture is blended with 
bleak depictions of ghetto life. The 
opener, “Quasi O.G.,” succeeds with

a mournful Bob Marley sample, an 
angry jab at President Bush and the 
question, “Black people don’t own 
no ports or boats/So tell me how ...

Cleverly phrased, occasionally 
smart verses abound, but the beats 
are repetitive and Shyne suffers a 
glaring lack of charisma that under- 
mines his arrogance. 

He also falls into the ugly trap of 
believing his own hype. “Vicariously 
through me, [people] live out their 
dreams,” Shyne raps on “Here With 
Me.” Ugh. 

Shyne blows his opportunity this 
time, but he’s talented, obviously per- 
sistent and remains a poten- 
tial star, ryan pearson (ap)

For those unfortunate souls who 
have more money than ideas on how 
to spend it, help is on the way. 

Just hitting the newsstands is 
SHOP Etc., a new Hearst Corp. 
magazine that aims to help con- 
sumers be “smarter, slicker and 
more demanding” about buy- 
ing everything from eyeshadow 
to poster beds. It joins a growing 
field of glossy magazines all focused 
on the same goal of making you the 
ultimate shopper. 

So-called “magalogs” — a cross

— are crowding newsstand shelves 
offering to guide you through the 
maze of consumerism.

Etc. In an introduction to 
chocolate and camel- col- 
ored separates by Michael 
Kors, the text reads, “In 
our dreams, our closets are 
brimming with coordinat- 
ing pieces, classic enough 
for a PTA pow-wow, yet stun- 
ning enough for that anniver- 
sary dinner.” 

If that wistful narrative 
sounds familiar, you’ve prob- 
ably read something close to it 
in a Lands’ End catalog. 

Catalogs, meanwhile, are 
becoming more magazine -like. 
Williams-Sonoma runs chick- 
en recipes that wouldn’t be out 
of place in Gourmet magazine. 
Same goes for Territory Ahead, a 
catalog of clothing for “life’s adven- 
tures,” whose photos and captions 
could run in Travel & Leisure. 

“In a way, it’s insanely bril- 
liant,” said Geoff Lewis, editorial 
director of Folio, a magazine about 
magazines. “These new magazines 
blur the rules between advertise- 
ments and editorial. Layouts are 
done to compliment the ads and 
vice versa. So everything looks 
like an ad. That’s intentional.”

Why do you think Sen. Kerry has 
refused to make all his military 
records public? 

His spokesmen have said that 
they have published the full record 
on their Web site, but we have not 
been allowed independent access to 
the original record. We are pressing 
them for that. We also want inde- 
pendent access to Bush’s military 
records. That has not been provid- 
ed yet, either. 

How much does this story have 
“legs?” Will it still be on voters’ 
minds come October or November? 

Who knows? I suspect that we 
will have moved on by then, par- 
ticularly if there are big develop- 
ments in Iraq or the war on ter- 
rorism. But personality issues will 
remain an important factor in how 
voters make up their minds. 

This issue has been around since 
May. Why did the major TV net- 
works and newspapers finally 
decide to notice and cover it now? 

Your question goes to the ques- 
tion of when something becomes 
news, or when information acquires 


“legs” and everyone is talking about 
it. It is true that relatively little 
attention was paid to the Swift Boat 
Veterans for Truth accusations until 
this month. That changed because 
they went on the air with an ad and 
that generated controversy, and 
because a book came out by one of 
the main accusers that shot to the 
top of best seller lists. 

Kerry should have ignored the 
whole thing, and when he respond- 
ed he attacked the accusers instead 
of the accusation. Was he given bad 
advice? 

I am not a campaign strategist. 
If I were, I would have advised him 
to talk to a journalist who was 
attempting to write an exhaustive 
reconstruction of an episode that 
has become pivotal to his entire 
Vietnam career. I spoke to the three 
other surviving skippers who were 
on the river that day. I regret that 
Kerry declined to talk to me.
